diagonally southwest toward \

slums. Already sueh areas are 
ill the making here. 

Sierra Madre has no room to 
grow by taking in new terri¬ 
tory. If it cannot maintain and 
improve tlie property values 
williin tlio city tinne.xalion to 
tinolher city will he forced upon 
us. A few clays ago Mayor Bow- 
ron was (|uotcd as saying that 
tlio slum areas of Los Angeles 
paj' only six percent of the 
city’s (axes l)itl ah.sorh 16 per- 
cc'iit of tlie city’s service costs. 

For olclt-r areas, therefore, one 
of two things can bo done. Ei¬ 
ther recrognize the facts of de¬ 
cay, permit many houses to be 
built on as little land as pos¬ 
sible and allow tlicm to he u.sed 
in any way the owner or tenant 
chooses, thereby yielding a higli 
monetary return to die owner: 
ot .so safeguard the owner 
against decay that as lime goes 
on he will cither modernize his 
hou.so or tear it down and build 
a new one. To do this tlie land 
must he kept valuable. It must 
be kept as a desirable place on 
whiclt to build and maintain 
a home. The values must not be 
permitted to slide oyer into a 
profusion of cheap rentals, 
for tax purposes, hence valu¬ 
able to the owner because lie 
i'.as small expense for taxes and 
upkeep. 

Partial protection for the man 
ulio lias put his money into the 
development of his liome and 
grounds can be given thru the 
Zoning Act by limiting use and 
size of liomesitc, but the Zon¬ 
ing Act cannot stop the further 
subdivision of large lots, nor 
can it rcqujrc conformity to tlie 
higli standards of a neigliboring 
subdivision, from tlie smart man 
wlio knows liow to get around 
laws.
